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DETAILED ACTION 
Information Disclosure Statement 

1 . It should be noted that the listing of references in the Petition filed 4/27/2005 is 
not a proper information disclosure statement. 37 CFR 1 .98(b) requires a list of all 
patents, publications, or other information submitted for consideration by the Office, and 
MPEP § 609.04(a) states, "the list may not be incorporated into the specification but 
must be submitted in a separate paper." Therefore, unless the references have been 
cited by the examiner on form PTO-892, they have not been considered. 

Specification 

2. The disclosure is objected to because of the following informalities: 
In paragraph [0002], it appears "4,918,777" should be -4,918,779-. 
In paragraph [0002], it appears "4,918,377" should be -4,918,779-. 
In paragraph [0003], it appears "6,594,636" should be -6,584,636-. 

In paragraph [0015], consistent terminology should be used with respect to "front 
and bottom support linkages 2, 3" to avoid confusion. 

In paragraph [0016], "have attached pins 25" should read -has attached pins 25- 

In paragraph [0016], ""grooves 25" should read -grooves 24-. 

In paragraph [0016], "cause the container tube rotate back to a position" is 
awkwardly written. 

In paragraph [0018], it appears "front support linkage 2" should read -front 
support linkage 3-. 
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In paragraph [0018], it appears "rear support linkage 3" should read -back 
support linkage 4--. 

In paragraph [0019], there are two redundant recitations as follows: 'The fluid 
passes from the container tube 1 onto scrubbing cords 13 out of outlet orifices 14 that 
are positioned along the side of the container tube 1". 

In paragraph [0020], "composed porous" should read -composed of porous-. 

In paragraph [0021], it appears "fasten irregular shaped holes" should read - 
fasten to irregular shaped holes-. 

In paragraph [0021], the recitation "are increasing positioned lower along..." is 
awkwardly written. Also, the phrase "enables the all spaces" is awkwardly written. 

In paragraph [0021], the recitation of the positioning of the irregular shaped holes 
20 (i.e., higher up, increasingly positioned lower) appears backwards of the 
arrangement of holes 20 as shown in Fig. 1 . 

In paragraph [0022], "retained the container" should read -retained in the 
container-. 

In paragraph [0023], "an support" should read -a support-. 
Appropriate correction is required. 

Claim Objections 

3. Claims 1-4, 6, 8, 9, 12, 13 and 15-22 are objected to because of the following 
informalities: 
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The claims are replete with grammatical errors and Applicant's cooperation is 
respectfully requested in reviewing all claims for such objections and to clarify all such 
errors. Only a few examples will be given: 

Claim 1 , part d), "an support" should read -a support-. 

Claim 1, part e), "said scrubbing sheets" lack proper antecedent basis. 

Claim 1 , part , "scrubbing surfaces" should be positively recited for clarity. 

Claim 1, part j) is basically redundant of part i. Also, before "connectors", insert - 

said-. 

Claims 2 and 3 make the scope of the claims unclear. 
Claim 4, lines 1-2, "having" should read -have-. 
Claim 6 is grammatically improper and should be clarified. 
Claim 8, "said front sides" lack antecedent basis. 
Claim 9, "said rear sides" lack antecedent basis. 
Claim 12 is awkwardly written. 

Claim 13, "said inclined planar support" lacks proper antecedent basis. 
Claim 15, "said section" should read -said second-. 

Also, the scope of claim 15 appears backwards of that shown in Fig. 1 for the 
bottom horizontal linkage. 

Claims 16, 17, 20, 21 and 22, line 2, "consisting" should read -consists-. 
Claim 18 is awkwardly written. 

Claim 19, "the left sheet" and "the right sheet" lack proper antecedent basis. 
Appropriate correction is required. 
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Allowable Subject Matter 

4. Claims 1-22 contain allowable subject matter.

5. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. The patents to Medearis, Hogan, Sr., and Andrews are relevant 
to various washing arrangements.
